1 . UNFICYP EXTENSION - 

AT INFORMAL SECURITY COUNCIL CONSULTATIONS JUNE 
10, SC PRESIDENT BARTON (CANADA) REVIEWED WORKING PAPER 
ON UNFICYP EXTENSION RESOLUTION AND EXPLAINED HE HAD CON- 
SULTED WITH THE PARTIES - PERM REPS OF GREECE, TURKEY 
AND CYPRUS, AND EXPECTED TO HAVE THEIR FURTHER REACTIONS 
BY JUNE 13, WHEN THE COUNCIL WILL CONSULT AGAIN INFORMALLY. 
BENIN, MAURITIUS AND USSR TOOK UP IN MODERATE WAY GREEK 
SIDE, AND PAKISTAN MORE DIRECTLY SUPPORTED THE TURKISH 
POINT OF VIEW. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 1865) 

2. LAGOS ANTI-APARTHEID CONFERENCE - 

NORWEGIAN DCM VRAALSEN SAID HE HAS BEEN IN CLOSE 
CONTACT WITH THE DIRECTOR OF THE CENTER AGAINST APARTHEID, 
REDDY, WHO HAS EXTENSIVE RESPONSIBILITY FOR PLANNING THE 
LAGOS ANTI-APARTHEID CONFERENCE, AND THAT COMPARED WITH 
THE OPERATION BY WHICH THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE WAS PREPARED, 
EFFORTS BY THE NIGERIAN GOVERNMENT AND THE CENTER HAVE 
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BEEN POORLY ORGANIZED. VRAALSEN COMMENTED HE HAS BEEN 
ADVISING REDDY TO STUDY THE SUCCESSFULAND GENERALLY 
ORDERLY MANNER IN WHICH THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE WAS ORGANIZED 
AND ALSO ADVISING HIM THAT CONFERENCE SPONSORS MUST DEVISE 
A PLAN WHICH WOULD AVOID FORCING ALL CONFERENCE PARTI- 
CIPANTS TO SUBSCRIBE TO A MANDATORY PROGRAM OF ACTION. 

HE SUGGESTED TO REDDY THAT THEY THINK OF ORGANIZING A 
DRAFTING COMMITTEE UNDER THE PLENARY TO PREPARE THE MAIN 
CONFERENCE DOCUMENT. SEPARATE WOULD BE A "COMMISSION" 
ESTABLISHMENT TO DRAW UP A PROGRAM OF ACTION. (CONFIDENTIAL

3. CIEC - 


THE GENERAL CONSESSUS OF WEO REPS AT UN WAS THAT 
POSITIVE ASPECTS OF CIEC SHOULD BE EMPHASIZED, THAT 
RESUMED 3 1ST GA WILL PROBABLY TAKE PLACE IN SEPTEMBER, 
AND THAT THE G-77 IS AWAITING THE CHANCE TO REVIEW THE 
FINAL CIEC DOCUMENTS BEFORE PASSING JUDGMENT. IT WAS 
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ALSO AGREED THAT WEO'S SHOULD COORDINATE THEIR POSITION 
ON POSSIBLE CIEC FOLLOW-UP AND, FOR THAT PURPOSE, ANOTHER 
MEETING HAS BEEN SCHEDULED FOR JUNE 28. 
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CONTACTS WITH G-77 SOURCES UNIFORMLY INDICATED 

THAT CIEC CO-CHAIRMAN PEREZ-GI TF.RRF.RO (VENEZUELA) HAD TAKEN 

A CONSTRUCTIVE LINE IN HIS JUNE 7 MEETING WITH THE G-77, 

ARGUING IT WOULD BE INADVISABLE TO CHARACTERIZE CIEC AS 
EITHER A SUCCESS OR A FAILURE. HE STATED THE G-19 MADE SOME 
PROGRESS AND AGREED TO THE FINAL COMMUNIQUE IN ORDER TO CAPTURE 
THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED, AND IT WAS NOW UP TO THE GA TO 
CARRY ON THE WORK. ONE BASIC ISSUE IS WHETHER THE RESUMED 
GA WILL SIMPLY RECEIVE THE CIEC REPORT OR WHETHER THE 
SESSION WILL ENTER INTO SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSIONS. ALSO 
UNDER CONSIDERATION IS A POSSIBLE G-77 MINISTERIAL MEET- 
ING TO REVIEW CIEC PRIOR TO GA CONSIDERATION. (CONFI- 
DENTIAL - USUN 1851) 

PF.RFZ-GT IERRF.RO AND PAKISTANI AMB AKHUND, WHO IS 
G-77 CHAIRMAN, GAVE PRESS BRIEFING JUNE 8 WHICH CAME AS 
CLOSE AS USUN RECALLS TO EMBRACING G-19 EFFORTS AT CIEC. 

USUN WAS STRUCK BY AKHUND'S COMMENT THAT FOLLOWING GA 
CONSIDERATION OF SOME OF THE BASIC ISSUES WHICH ARE 
ESSENTIALLY POLITICAL, IT MAY BE POSSIBLE TO GO BACK TO 
A SMALLER GROUP OF EXPERTS SUCH AS THE PARIS FORUM TO 
CONTINUE THE NORTH/SOUTH DIALOGUE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL 
USE - USUN 1853) 

4. ECLA MEETING IN HAVANA - 

ECLA EXECUTIVE SECRETARY IGLESIAS, IN DISCUSSION 

WITH AMB WELLS OF THE FORTHCOMING HAVANA ECLA MEETING, 

SAID THAT AS FAR AS HE KNOWS ONLY CUBA AND GUYANA ARE 
PUSHING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A REGIONAL INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
COMMITTEE ON WOMEN, A STRUCTURE WHICH WOULD DUPLICATE THE 
OAS INTER-AMERICAN COMMISSION ON WOMEN. IGLESIAS 
REPORTED THAT THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC IS PREPARED TO TABLE 
A RESOLUTION DESIGNED TO HEAD OFF THE MOVE TO ESTABLISH 
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A SEPARATE ECLA COMMISSION ON WOMEN. IT WOULD CALL FOR 
AN ECLA CONFERENCE ON WOMEN EVERY TWO OR THREE YEARS, 

WHICH HAS THE ADVANTAGE OF INCLUDING THOSE STATES WHICH 
ARE NOT MEMBERS OF THE OAS IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF REGIONAL 
PLANS. BOTH VENEZUELA AND MEXICO ARE PREPARED TO SUP- 
PORT THE RESOLUTION, HE NOTED. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
USUN 1861) 
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5. DEMONSTRATION AT AEROFLOT OFFICES - 

JUNE 10, 200 INDIVIDUALS REPRESENTING GREATER NEW 
YORK CONFERENCE ON SOVIET JEWRY, STUDENT STRUGGLE FOR 
SOVIET JEWRY, AND AMERICAN JEWISH CONGRESS GATHERED IN 
FRONT OF AEROFLOT OFFICES TO PROTEST CHARGE OF TREASON 
LEVELED AGAINST SOVIET JEWISH ACTIVIST ANATOLY SHARANSKY. 
LATER THE GROUP MARCHED UNDER POLICE ESCORT TO THE STEPS 
OF THE NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY WHERE THE DEMONSTRATORS, 
WHO NOW NUMBERED 500, CONTINUED THEIR PROTEST FOR ANOTHER 
HOUR. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 1863)

6. TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL - 

THE TC JUNE 10 COMPLETED QUESTIONING OF THE US CONCERNING 
THE SITUATION IN THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC 
ISLANDS. 

HARDEN (UK) ASKED IF THE US AGREED WITH SEN. SETIK 
ON THE NEED TO SHIFT FUNDS FROM SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT TO THE 
STRENGTHENING OF INFRASTRUCTURE, AND HIGH COMMISSIONER 
WINKEL REPLIED THAT THE NEW FIVE-YEAR ECONOMIC PLANS 
PLACED GREATER EMPHASIS ON THE STRENGTHENING OF INCOME- 
GENERATING SECTORS. IN REPLY TO ANOTHER QUESTION, HE SAID 
AN INCREASING NUMBER OF MICRONESIANS WERE BEING PUT INTO 
POSITIONS OF IMPORTANCE. CANHAM STATED THAT A "FAIRLY 
SOLID BASE FOR INFRASTRUCTURE" ALREADY EXISTED IN THE 
NORTHERN MARIANAS, BUT FURTHER PROGRAMS WERE EITHER UNDER 
WAY OR ENVISAGED. ALSO, UNDER THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
GOVERNMENT ADDITIONAL PROGRAMS, INCLUDING A CAPITAL IM- 
PROVEMENT PROGRAM, WERE TO BE PUT INTO EFFECT. 

IN REPLY TO ANOTHER UK QUESTION, KRIENDLER SAID THAT THE 
US NEITHER SUPPORTED NOR OPPOSED THE DRAFT MICRONESIAN 
CONSTITUTION WHICH WAS SCHEDULED TO BE PUT TO A VOTE; THE 
QUESTION OF INCOMPATIBILITY BETWEEN THE COMPACT OF FREE 
ASSOCIATION AND THE CONSTITUTION WAS A COMPLICATED ISSUE 
AND COULD BE ADDRESSED IN A NUMBER OF WAYS. IEHSI SAID 
THE COMMISSION ON TRANSITION AND FUTURE STATUS WAS AWARE 
OF POTENTIAL INCOMPATIBILITY, AND EFFORTS COULD BE MADE 
IN THE FUTURE TO RECTIFY THAT; HOWEVER, ON THE FUNDAMENTAL 
PRINCIPLE OF FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY THE TWO DOCUMENTS DID 
NOT CONFLICT WITH ONE ANOTHER. 
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IN RESPONSE TO OTHER QUESTIONS, WINKEL SAID THAT 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR EMPHASIZED THAT FREE CHOICE 
OF THE PALAUAN PEOPLE SHOULD PREVAIL REGARDING THE SUPER- 
PORT OF THE USG WOULD DO ALL IT COULD TO ENSURE THAT THE 
WISHES OF THE PALAUANS WOULD BE FULLY RESPECTED. KRIENDLER 
STATED THAT US AND JAPANESE REPRESENTATIVES HAD HELD 
MEETINGS ON THE LAUNCHING OF AIR SERVICE BY CONTINENTAL 
AIRLINES, AND THAT THE FIVE-YEAR DISTRICT DEVELOPMENT 
PLANS DIFFERED FROM THE FIVE-YEAR INDICATIVE PLAN. 

FOKINE (USSR) ASKED ABOUT THE ATTITUDE OF THE US 
CONCERNING UNITY OF THE TERRITORY, AND KRIENDLER TOLD 
HIM US POLICY WAS TO PROMOTE UNITY BUT UNFORTUNATELY THE 
PEOPLE OF THE ISLANDS VOTED TO BE SEPARATELY ADMINISTERED. 
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AMEMBASSY STOCKHOLM 
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IEHSI SAID THAT THE CONGRESS OF MICRONESIA BELIEVED THE 
PEOPLE SHOULD VOTE ON THE STATUS OF MICRONESIA, AND THEY 
WOULD BE PROVIDED AN OPPORTUNITY TO ACCEPT OR REJECT THE DRAFT 
CONSTITUTION. IN RESPONSE TO FOKINE'S QUESTION ABOUT THE 
HONOLUL MEETINGS, KRIENDLER SAID THOSE INFORMAL CON- 
VERSATIONS HAD RESULTED IN A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF THE 
ISSUES FOR FUTURE NEGOTIATIONS, THE GOAL WAS TO HELP THE 
MICRONESIANS MOVE TOWARD SELF-DETERMINATION, AND THE 
MAINTENANCE OF SOME FORM OF UNITY WAS VERY IMPORTANT 
DURING THIS PROCESS. THE IMPORTANCE OF THE US NOT INTER- 
FERING WITH THE RIGHTS TO MARINE RESOURCES OF MICRONESIANS 
HAD ALSO BEEN DISCUSSED, HE SAID. SETIK COMMENTED THAT 
THE US HAD NOT BEEN RECEPTIVE TO REQUESTS TO SET A DATE 
FOR PRELIMINARY MEETINGS OF EXPERTS ON MARINE RESOURCES. 

FOKINE WAS NOT SATISFIED WITH THE INFORMATION IN 
THE US ANNUAL REPORTS BECAUSE MUCH OF IT WAS OUT OF DATE, 

AND HE THOUGHT IT WOULD BE BETTER TO RECEIVE INTERIM 
REPORTS AND ADDITIONAL COMMUNICATIONS CONCERNING IMPORTANT 
EVENTS, PRIMARILY POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS. PRESIDENT 
BYATT (UK) POINTED OUT THAT THE TC'S RULES CALL ONLY 
FOR ANNUAL REPORTS. KRIENDLER SAW MERIT IN THE SOVIET 
PROPOSAL, THOUGH THERE WERE LOGISTICAL PROBLEMS. 

REPLYING TO ANOTHER SOVIET QUESTION, KRIENDLER SAID THE US 
WAS ENDEAVORING TO ENTER INTO NEGOTIATIONS IN WHICH ALL 
THE PARTIES WOULD BE REPRESENTED, BUT A PROBLEM RESULTED 
PARTLY IN THE REFUSAL OF THE PEOPLE OF PALAU AND THE 
MARSHALL ISLANDS TO TAKE PART. FOKINE ASKED US OPINION 
ON INVITING A SECURITY COUNCIL MISSION TO MINITOR THE 
JULY 1978 REFERENDUM, AND KRIENDLER TOLD HIM THE SC 
DELEGATED ITS RESPONSBILITIES TO OBSERVE THE REFERENDUM 
TO THE TC. 
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FOKINE REFERRED TO THE "UNLAWFUL ACTIVITIES OF THE 
US CIA" IN THE TERRITORY. IF THOSE ACTIVITIES WERE CON- 
DEMNED BY THE ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY. THAT WAS COM- 
MENDABLE, HE SAID, ASKING ABOUT STEPS TAKEN TO ASSURE 
THAT THEY WOULD NOT BE REPEATED. KRIENDLER REFERRED HIM 
TO THE EARLIER DETAILED US STATEMENT. REGARDING THE 
FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEMS OF ADMINISTERING THE TERRITORY, 
WINKEL STATED THAT THE FIVE-YEAR INDICATIVE PLAN CONTAINED 
PROPOSALS FOR THE STRUCTURE OF THE GOVERNMENT, AND OTHER 
MAIOR AREAS WERE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT S WELL AS THE AREA 
OF SOCIAL SERVICES, INCLUDING HEALTH AND EDUCATION. FOKINE 
REMARKED THAT THE TC SHOULD NOT THINK THAT HIS DELEGA- 
TION OVERLOOKED THE "MERGER ACTIVITIES'" OF THEUS. PARTICU- 
LARLY IN PALAU. 
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WINKEL ALSO REPLIED TO FRENCH QUESTION OF JUNE 10 
REGARDING MEASURES ENVISAGED TO INCREASE FOOD PRODUCTION, 

PARTICULARLY RICE NEEDS AND THE DEVELOPMENT OF MARINE 
RESOURCES. IN REPLY TO ANOTHER FRENCH QUESTION, HE SAID 
THAT AS HIGH COMMISSIONER IT WOULD BE HIS RESPONSIBILITY 
TO OVERSEE THE PROPOSED STUDY OF THE TERMS OF THE CONTRACTS 
CONCERNING THE PURCHASE OF CERTAIN LANDS WITHIN THE TERRI- 
TORY - A "HIGH PRIORITY 1 ' PROJECT, AND HE WOULD KEEP THE 
TC INFORMED ON HOW THE MATTER WAS RESOLVED. (REPEATED INFO 
MOSCOW; HICOMTERPACIS, SAIPAN, HICOM PASS STATUS LNO, RESCOM 
SAIPAN) 

7. 32ND GA AGENDA - 

THE SYG PROPOSED (A/32/141) THE INCLUSION IN THE 
3 2ND GA AGENDA OF AN ITEM ENTITLED "RECOMMENDATION ADOPTED 
BY THE UN CONFERENCE ON SUCCESSION OF STATES IN 
RESPECT OF TREATIES."
